To Senate and House ‘of Representatives of the United State, 
in Congress assembled: - 


ENTLEMEN :—We, your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Utah, respectfully represent that we have been elected by, 
the people of this Territory, under the provisions of the act of Congress , 
known as the Edmunds lew, to represent them i in the local Legislature; that 1 
we have, among other enactments, made provisions for the filling of the 
registration and election offices, as authorized by section 9 of that law, but 
our action has been rendered void by the refusal of the Governor to sign the 
dill; that in consequence of that refusal one object of the Edmunds law has - 
best frustrated, and the interests of our constituents have been jeopardized; * 
that other bills needful to the progress of this Territory have been nullified ' 
by the Governor; that measures have been introduced into your honorable * 
body looking to extreme, and, ss we consider, harsh and unjust action, to- 2 
wards the people of this Territory; that these measures have been prompted ' 
by untruthful statements made to your honorable body, and by a misunder- 
standing of the facts and of the political sittiation in this Territory. We, 
therefore, consider it a duty we owe to our constituents to memorialize your ” 
honorable body, and plainly, if briefly, explain to you the truth, and appeal 2 
to vou for a full e before any further steps are taken towards ’ 
rtailment of che liberties of a people ‘who are famed turoughout 
for many qualities that mark them as good citizens. 
‘The pioneer settlers of the Territory | Of Utah;'after traversing à wilderness * 
of & thousaiid miles id “extent, ‘making the roads, building tho 
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bridges, and establishing ferries as necessity required, and having at the in- 
ception of their arduous journey given to the service of the government five 
hundred of their most active and able-bedied men, who were called out to 
assist in fighting the battles of their country with Mexico, arrived in these 
valleys during the summer and fall of 1847. They at once unfurled the flag 
of our country to the breeze and took possession of the land, which was then 
@ part of Mexico, in the name of the United States, and declaring their 
allegiance to this government, made immediate preparations to assume the 

responsibilities and acquire the privileges of Statehood 4A the auspices of 
the Federal Union. 

This region was then considered, by those who had the best opportunities 
of judging, unfit for the habtiaiion of any but savages of the most degraded | 
typa, and in its settlement the people had to contend with the destruction of 
their crops by frosts, by insects, by drouth, and by the natural sterility of 
the soil, and to eke out a scanty subsistence upon thistle- tops and wild roots. 
But by their persistent industry they redeemed the land from barrenness, in- 
troduced a system of irrigation which has been imitated with profit in sur- 
rounding places, and made pospible the settlement of localities. adjacent which 
were then considered worthless, but which are now flourishing States and 
Territories of the United States. They were tho first to call the attention 
of Congress to the fexsibility of constructing a trans: oontinental railroad, the 
line for which they trailed as they crossed the plains; they established the 
first: printing press west of the Missouri river, organised the first express com- 
pany and mail line connecting the wild west with the borders of civilization,

endured then. An Official investigdtion before, instead. of after, the expedi - 
tibnj would have saved them much unjust suffering, and the countrx an. im- 
menss amount of money, which was all needed in the civil war that followed. 
During the struggle for the supremacy of the glorious Union to. which the 
people of Utah have been ever attached, although no draft was made upon , 
ihenwons for regular military service, because she was but a Territorial de- 
pendency, yet when: called upon by the parent government for important 
aid they responded in such a manner as to elicit the thanks of the Pregi- .. 
dent Within twenty-four hours after a dispatch from President Lincoln was 
received, calling for men to protect the mail and government trains from the 
atéeioks of the wild tribes of the plains, a body of Utah militia. were in-the 
saiidie,; armed and equipped for the fray, and moving en route for the scene of, 
atiife;: where they performed signal service against the Indians, and pro- 
teeted: many helpless traveling citizens who were on their way to the Pacific 
const. . Yet this very militia were forbidden in 1870 by proclamation of a 
Federal: Goveruor to diill, muster or assemble for any purpose. In conse- 
quence of this arbitrary order, one that was in direct violation of a, Con-

From the first he has allied 
himself with a clique of adventurers, busy in stirring up mischief and cirou- 
lating false rumors for the purpose of provoking ulterior measures that may 
: result in their possible advantage. With nothing to lose and everything to- 
gain, any turn of the wheel, so long as it be in the direction of a revolution, 
may bring up something to their pecuniary advantage. He has taken the 
stump in their interest, publicly insulted peaceable and respected citizens by 
untruthful allegations, and arrogated to himself extraordinary prerogatives. 
At the canvass for the election of 1880, he issued a certificate of election to- 
his friend, the minority candidate, who received but 1,357 votes, while the 
candidate of the people received 18,568 votes. And the only excuse he could 
offer for this flagrant violation of his oath to uphold the law—the laws of 
Congress requiring the Governor to “declare elected the person having the 
greatest number of votes, and to issue a certificate aecordingly was that the 
minority candidate was “the person who being a citizen had the greatest: 
number of votes“ He thus assumed both judicial and ‘legislative powers. 
Judicial, in passing upon the citizenship of a candidate who had served in- 
Congress for several terms, and whose citizenship had been acknowledged by 
that body which alone held the right to judge of the qualifieation of its mem 
bers; and legislative, in adding in the certificate to the law of Congress gov-.

He has on several occasions eee to pises:i in thie: local athens; for the. 
purpose of controling and disbursing the Territorial finances, irresponsible: 
individuals who are the open enemies of the people. This he has done under 
a pretended construction of the Organic Act, but contrary to positive enact- 
ment of the Legislative Assembly signed by his predecessors, virtually 
sanctioned by Congress, and deemed valid because of rulings rendered by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. He has, by an arbitrary exercise. 
of the veto power, refused to sign bills enacted by the Legislature unless 
provisions were incorporated therein in harmony with his personal designs- 
and in extension of bis executive powers. Even the educational interests of 
the Territory have been hampered and obstructed by his tyranny, and the 
Legislature have been prevented from appropriating the money of the people 
whom they represent, for university purposes, according to the public: desire. = 
He has endeavored to.injare the people whose interests he should labor to- 
subserve, by attempting to inflame the public mind in bis official u-terauees

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und documents, and to influence your honorable body to take extreme meas- 
ures towards this Territory, by which the extraordinary powers vested in the 
- @xecutive shall be enlarged to the extent of complete despotism. To further 
this object, his report to the Secretary of the Interior and his message to your 
‘memorialists were drawn up, containing many absolute falsehoods and mis- 
representations and distortions of facts and conditions, against which we 
and which we desire and for in- 
It was in * some of these and specious statements 
a the act of Congress known as the Edmunds law was hurriedly passed, 
without full debate, to satisfy the clamor of the multitude raised without 
' éason and provoked by calumny. Under the provisions of that law many 
constitutional guarantees have been ignored, and thousands of citizens have 
been deprived of vested rights, of that valuable property, the elective fran- 
chise, which they had exercised for many years, without any process of law. 
This summary punishment was inflicted upon them without indictments and 
‘without trial, by the operation of a test-oath which virtually made them 
- “witnesses against themselves, and which was ex poste facto in its effects. This 
oath has been imposed upon the whole body of citizens without authority of 
law, being formulated by the Utah Commission, on whom no legislative 
powers were conferred by the Edmunds . from which their authority i is 
' solely derived. It is as follows:

47 henorable body will perceive that under this oath, while men who 
cohabit with more than one woman “in the marriage relation” are excluded 
from voting and holding office, persons who commit the most flagrant sexual 
crimes are permitted to éxercise the elective franchise, and are eligible for 

any official position, so long as their filthy acts are outside of the marriage 
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relation. These words we submit are an interpolation, and are contrary, to 
dhe language and intent of the Edmunds law. And they were first used by 
the present Executive of this Territory, who compelled every applieant for 
‘the offlos of notary public to take an oath containing that phrase, for the 
purpose of excluding and admitting: libertines and notorious. 
debauchees.

-ADVICE TO SAINTS ABOUT TO EMIGRATE. 
A GREAT many of the Saints in this land are Jooking anxiously for deliver- 
ance from Babylon, and indulging in fond anticipations of future enjoyment 
with the body of the Church in the Zion of the west. The desire to gather is 
a very proper one for every Saint to enjoy. We rather feel to encourage this 
desire than to discourage those who entertain it, for we realize that the time 
is fast approaching when predicted judgments will overtake those nations 
which have so long had a chance of hearing the Gospel and have turned a 
deaf ear to it or totally rejected it. We realize, too, that the only way the 
Saints who are scattered abroad th roughout Babylon can hope to escape 
these judgments is by obeying the warning injuction: “ Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive fot of her 
plagues. For her sins have reached unto heaven, and God ‘hath remembered 
‘her iniquities.” We feel it our duty, however, to impress upon those who 
‘Intend to emigrate, that they must not be influenced in doing’ so by the ex- 
pectation of bettering their circumstances in a worldly point of view, or of 
‘escaping the trouble and care and labor involved in making a living for them- 
selves and those depending upon them for support in the land of their birth. 
If such be their expectation in emigrating, they are very apt to meet with 
disappointment on reaching their destination, . So far from such being the 
feelings of the Saints in emigrating from this land, they should go prepared 
to endure all the hardships they have been used to here and others also, such 
as are incident to all newly-settled countries. They should go prepared to 
practice self-denial in the extreme, and to labor with redoubled energy until 
they can make a fresh start in life. They should not go feeling that they are 
by so doing conferring a favor upon those who have preceded them to the 
land of Zion, and who perchance may have kindly assisted them to gather, 
but rather feeling that they are the favored ones, and be grateful accord- 
ingly. They should go with a determination to be self-helpful and inde- 
pendent as far as possible, and not feeling that relatives, or friends, or ac- 
quaintances, or the Church are under any obligation to provide for their 
wants. They should not go expecting to be honored and courted for great 
ability or wisdom that they imagine themselves to be the possessors of, and 
which indeed they may possess, but rather in a spirit of humility and without 
pretentions or ambition for power or place or honors of men. They should 


e 
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o unselfishly, conscientiously—because it is a requirement of the Almighty 
to gather to Zion; because there are blessings to be obtained there that can- 
not be bad in Babylon; because there is a work incumbent upon every Saint 
of God to perform that cannot be done elsewhere; because it is a duty that 
every Saint owes, not only to himself, but to his progenitors who have passed 

away and to his posterity coming after him, that he should go there and 

assist in building temples to the Most High and take part in the ordinances 
pertaining thereto. They should go there with a desire to save their own 
souls and assist by all the means in their power in saving others. They 
should go feeling willing to allow their time and talents and all they possess 
or may acquire to be devoted to the service of the Almighty, to the spread 
of truth and the building up of the kingdom of God. 
They should ge honorably, leaving no obligations in this land unsettled, 
and without wrongiag any person, even their bitterest enemy, in the least. 

They should go able to hold their heads up and to look all men in- the face 

without any sense of fear or shame. If they receive assistance from others 
in emigrating, they should go determined to earn and pay back the amount 
advanced to them at the earliest possible moment, and before they spend 
anything for self-indulgeuce.. Nor should they spend anything unnecessarily 
upon the journey, but rather remember that whether they have means of 
their own with which to emigrate, or have to borrow from others, it behooves 


them to be economical. A feeling of false and foolish pride has led many 


persons into unnecessary expenditure for cabin or intermediate fare across 
the ocean which they have been led to regret when too late. They can spend 
the money to better advantage after they reach their destination. 
Business in some lines is rather unsettled now in the United States, owing 
40 various causes. News has just reached us of the failure of nine banks in 
the city of New Lork in one day. Utah feels its full share of the general 
depression. Money is now scarce, and employment not so plentiful as it has 
“been, but if people who go there are prepared to turn their hands to any- 
thing, avd accept such work as they can get, and be satisfied with it, while 
they cannot get what they would like, they certainly stand a much better 
chance than those did who went there during the early days of the settle- 
ment of that country. Then starvation stared them in the face, for food was 
vecarce and high-priced, but now it is both cheap and plentiful. 

- Efforts are being made to develop the latent resources of Utah, to estab- 
lich home industries to furnish employment for the growing population, and 
to manufacture articles for exportation instead of having to import so much; 
but to do this and turn the tide of commerce, will require a great amount of 
‘enargetic labor, patience, self-denial and union of effort on the part of the 

‘people. Those who go there should be prepared for all this; and, in addition, 
they should be prepared to endure any amount of persecution the Lord may 
“see fit to allow their enemies to inflict upon them on account of their religion. 
‘They should be prepared to find there as bitter enemies to the cause of God as 
are to be found in the world. They should not pin their faith to any man, but 
be able, with the help of the Lord, and through their own knowledge of the 
truth of the Gospel, to stand firm and true to the cause 1 have enpoused, 
though all their fellows should falter and turn away. |

_ Since T.came here, Nov. 1, 1883, we have held fifty-nine meetings and beptized twenty- 
; five persons, quite a number of whom will probably emigrate in the fall. The work is 
"progressing, and I believe that ‘there will be two or three in this field who will come in 
At the gate soon, and not seek to climb up some other way. I chink we are ‘aitiing 
\ friends all the time, although the feeling against us is very bitter in some parts of this 
County. Last Sunday Elder J. A. Ross and I went and held meeting’ on Sugar Cresk, 
distant some twenty miles. We had a very good attendance’ at the meeting, and as it 
was my first trip there, Elder Ross wished me to speak. Of course I was glad to have 
the privilege, and spoke for about an hour. As soon as our meeting was through, one: of 
the Campbellite Brethren (of whom there are a good many in ‘that section of countzy,) 
assailed us. We gave him to understand that if we talked to him he must stick’ ‘the 
law and tlie testimony, to whieh he agreed. The crowd stayed, and we had er 
moctins as long as'the first, but he soon got through with the ‘Bible, and us ie ohm 
with them, began repeating newspaper stories and fiction about the ‘Mormons,’ dad 
_ abusing them. with his tongue. He wound up by telling me: that. I was 

young man, and a smart fellow, but that I had the ‘ Mormon’ yoke on so. tight that he 
ught I was lost. We were informed thas we. wore fo he thes pide}

They have an idea that their souls are in the’ hands of their priests, 


and that no personal efforts are necessary. They all acknowledge the correctness of our 


teachings, but they are generally satisfied to believe without obeying. I have become a 
regular Dutchman in my habits, although not yet perféct in the language. ‘The ‘customs 


of the country are no stumbling-block to me. Sour krout’ is a dainty dish; in fact, I 


dan eat almost anything but horse flesh, and I eat that sometimes when I: don't know the 


difference. Many complain of too much soup, but I get, very hungry for it sometimes 
The people are very good and generous, and 
especially to strangers. 


don nicely, when they will obey it. Ther are great for their’ wine, 1 an in 


fact, they smoke sometimes.

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I was turned loose in Stuttgart on my arrival with Brother F. Schoenfeld in that 
place, to find my way through the country and to warn the people. I bave been alone 
ever since, and consider it the greatest blessing that could have been bestowed upon me 
in learning the language. “Tam among the people and tell them to criticise me coutine 
ually, that I may learn properly, I try to speak according to the ‘high’ Germans, but it 
is almost impossible, as the people here have their pecular dialect, and I get many ef 
their words and customs. I had the pleasure of staying two nights with a Saxon who 
speaks correctly, and from whom I learned many items. I have had the pleasure of 
baptizing quite a number of persons, I have alse made several feeble efforts at speaking 
in public. We have the finest of weather. I have not had a sign of a cold; my health is 
better here than at home. We have held no meetings in Mannheim as yet, but are in 
hopes of receiving the privilege of doing 80 soon. The police are men, and when an 
opportunity comes I bear testimony'to them. 

On Sunday last we walked about two hours (or six miles), and held 2 mecting in 
fine grove, and I e that some good was done.” |
